REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The present invention is directed to system/method for determining the costs for 
mis-predicting (over/under-predicting) parts to be replaced during an onsite repair, 
wherein the costs are used to determine training needs for staff/call qualifiers and the 
number of times a part was over/under-predicted is stored in the repair history of a 
product. 

Applicant's arguments as discussed in the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences mailed December 3, 2009, specifically remarks Paragraphs 2-3, Page 16 
as they related to independent claims 38 and 42 and Paragraph 1 , Page 17, as they 
relate to independent claims 44 and 58, are persuasive.
